Vernon Castle was born in England 


33 years ago. 
His right name was 


Vernon Blythe. 
HIM sister is married 


to Lauren Crosumith a well known 
theatrical producer. 
Castle was first 


seen in the United States in one of 
the Lewis-Field production in Herald 
Square theatre and he took the part 
of a waiter in "The Girl Behind the 
Counter." 


Later he apeared in the Sun Dodg- 


ers and it was in one of the Field pro- 
ductions that he met Mrs. Castle. 
From their Broadway isuccesses the 
Castles went to Paris where they took 
up dancing. While in France they 
met Charles
